Rumours swirling that 
the old pier at Crystal 
Beach is being completely 
demolished aren't true 
according to Brian Clewes 
of the Crystal Beach Tennis 
and Yacht Club. 

People walking along 
Crystal Beach couldn't help 
but stop to notice a small 
construction crew working 
on the old pier last week. 

"But there is nothing fur¬ 
ther from the truth," Clewes 

"We have no intention of 
ripping out the covered 
part of the pier. We use it," 
Clewes said. 

"It was the part beyond 
the covered pier that is very 
dangerous,” he added. 

Clewes said the yacht 
club has removed part of 
the pier that it owns for 
safety reasons. 

"For years, we've been 
trying to contact the gov¬ 
ernment to see who owns 
part of the pier where a 
young man died a couple 
of years ago."

Clewes said the work has 
been completed and the 
construction crew, Crown 
Landscaping, removed left¬ 
over debris Monday. 

MNR spokeswoman 
Jolanta Kowalski said the 
ministry owns "the outer¬ 
most portion," of the pier, 
which consists of about 80 
metres of the pier. 

Kowalski said the club 
recently nodfted the MNR of 
its decision to demolish their

There is nothing Afshin 
Keyvani loves more than to 
see his students succeed. 

When he began teaching 
the culinary program at Fort 
Erie Secondary School, 
Keyvani wanted to find a way 
to teach students what it is 
like to work in a professional 
high-end restaurant. 

That’s why Keyvani took a 
chance and opened the 
Pomegranate Restaurant in 
the school’s cafeteria. 

During the day, it looks 
just like any other ordinary 
classroom. But every 
Wednesday night, the class¬ 
room is transformed into a 
classy restaurant, which 
serves gourmet meals. 

Each week, the restaurant 
is opened to the public, serv¬ 
ing anywhere from 40 to 50 
people which is a big feat for 
more than 30 high school 
students that prepare the 

Keyvani said his success 
depends upon his students, 
and without them, the 
Pomegranate Restaurant 
wouldn't be what it is—one 
of Fort Erie's best kept 

The students at the school's 
culinary program often have 
their tasty work featured in 
the community as they cater 
many special events for non¬ 
profit organizations and local 
businesses.

"I'm always willing to give 
my time and I try to teach the 
students that they should 
also do the same,” he added. 

The culinary teacher was 
recently recognized for his

I grew up interested in 
animal tracks thanks to the 
late Fort Erie naturalist Bert 
Miller. 

This article recalls seeing 
funny tracks in Marcy 
Woods. 

I have the Peterson 
Guide to tracks. However, I 
had a small compact track 
book I carried on track 
hikes. 

It was very useful for 
checking tracks on the 
spot. Alas, it’s disappeared. 
My name is on it. Anyone 
find it please return. 

Daughter, Diane O’Brien, 
and I were on the Lower 
Trail of Marcy Woods a few 
years ago. We were on the 
quest for animal tracks. 

To this day I have never 


seen a live opossum in the 
Woods. 

Diane was a litde ahead 
of me just past a snowy 
strip where sand was 
exposed. 

There was no stoned trail 
back then. We both stopped 
at the visible footprints. 

My drawing shows the 
unusual back footprint of 
an opossum.

RINGWORM 

Ringworm is a common name for fungal skin infections. These types 
of infections are also referred to as tinea. They affect approximately 10% to 
20% of the population. Ringworm appears as rings or round red patches 
with clear centers and red, scaly borders. Tinea can affect the scalp, nails, 

Management for superficial fungal infections involves some simple 
non-drug methods, and over-the-counter remedies in the form of sprays 
lotions and creams. Affected individuals should try to reduce moisture in the 
affected area. Loose-fitted clothing made of cotton or material that absorbs 
moisture should be worn. The skin should be dried completely before 
covering with clothing. If the infection involves the feet, flip flops should be 
worn with bare feet to prevent spread to others and reinfection. 

There are also many topical antifungal agents available. Examples 
include CANESTEN CREAM (clotrimazole), NIZORAL SHAMPOO 
(ketoconazole), and MONISTAT-DERM (miconazole), to name a few. Creams 
and solutions are useful because they can be rubbed into the area. Solutions 
work in hairy areas because they are easier to apply. Powders can serve as 
useful additions to creams and solutions. They are helpful when the infection 
is wet or oozing, or where a drying agent is needed. When applying the 
antifungal product it should be applied to the lesion as well as one to two 
inches around the lesion. The antifungal should also be used for one to two 
weeks after lesions clear to reduce the rate of recurrence. 

Patients who have diabetes, or those w 
need prescription oral therapy. It is best fo 
fungal infections. Fungal infections of the ne 
counter treatment. 

There are some home remedies for treating nail fungus. Patients have 
tried applying VICKS VAPORUB and tea tree oil.

Police say more stun guns a good idea

The facts speak for themselves, 
say the Niagara Regional Police- 
-the more lasers they have on 
the street, the less force police 

"Here is what happens," said 
Const. lay Wooley of the NRP's 
training unit. "The police show 
up. A guy has already assaulted 
someone. He's aggressive. He 
says he's not going to jail. He's 
swearing at us. 

"The sergeant shows up with 
a Taser. The next thing you 
know, a guy who was going to 
fight three or four officers says I 
don't want any part of that. 

"We move in and cuff him, 
and there are no injuries to any- 

The statistics back up what 
Wooley said after a presenta¬ 
tion to the Police Services Board 


Thursday, as the service pre¬ 
pares to give Tasers to its front- 

The rate of injuries sustained 
from the use of a Taser are far 
lower than other nonlethal, 
use-of-force options available 
to police such as the baton, 
pepper spray or empty hands, 
according to NRP statistics. 

From 2010 to 2013, Tasers 
were used 80 times. There were 
two injuries to citizens and 
seven to police. The injuries to 
police occurred in altercations 
before an officer with a Taser 

The injury rate skyrockets 
when baton, pepper spray or 
empty hands are used. These 
methods were used 299 times, 
resulting in 118 injuries to citi¬ 
zens and 47 to police. 

"The less violent, the better 
for us," Wooley said. 


It's a long career. The last thing 
we want to do is be mixing it up 
with people. The Taser can 
reduce that." 

Niagara Region council agreed 
to put $670,000 back into the 
police budget recendy, the esti¬ 
mated cost to buy stun guns for 
its frontline NRP officers. 

The NRP already has 59 con¬ 
ducted energy weapons for its 
specialized units and uniformed 
supervisors. On Aug. 27, the 
province announced it would 
allow the use of Tasers by front¬ 
line officers. 

The Taser incapacitates a vic¬ 
tim using an electric shock that 
disrupts the brain's signals and 
causes pain and muscle con¬ 
tractions. Usually, there are no 
lasting effects. 

There are fears Tasers will be 
misused by police. Tasers have 
turned deadly when used on a 
person who is highly agitated, 
or if someone is continuously or 
repeatedly jolted. 

Individuals with hearing loss 
or other non-visible disabilities 
and who might wrongly appear 
to not be complying when 
police issue commands are vul¬ 
nerable. 

A key part of the training strat¬ 
egy is helping officers de-esca- 
late confrontations, so the use 
of a Taser isn't necessary, 
Wooley said. 

"It's a very real concern and 
the ministry has recognized 
that," he said. "We have always 
recognized that. 

"The best way is talking. Ask 
them what is wrong. Ask them 
what is bothering them. Ask 
how we can help. We want to 
talk to people, not just threaten 
the use of force or repeatedly 
say, 'You are under arrest.' 

"We want to break that cycle, 
calm you down and get you to 

Niagara Regional Police Chief 
Jeff McGuire said the plan to 
provide Tasers to frontline offi¬ 
cers is nearly complete. 

"We will be reporting to (the 
police board) in a month," he 
said of the deployment. "The 
legislation already permits us to 
do this. We will consult with the 
board and inform them what 
will be the best deployment 
model for us. 

"We have capital money set 
aside in the budgeting process. 
We will have to make some pur¬ 
chases and arrange a training 
schedule and get them 
deployed."

Birds rescued from ice 


More than a dozen birds 
frozen in Lake Erie ice have 
been rescued by the Fort 
Erie SPCA. 

"We've been receiving 
calls in the last month on 
and off of birds becoming 

out looking now for animals 
that have become stuck to 
the ice," said Wendy 
Trombley, manager at the 
Fort Erie SPCA. 

"This is not a common 
occurrence and it’s happen¬ 
ing now because it has been 
really cold," she said. 

The SPCA rescued 11 
birds in February which 


Tuesday morning. 

'We have people who are 
trying to spot the birds. 
They go down there and 
gently splash a little warm 
water and loosen their 
feathers," Trombley said. 

Once the animals have 
been recovered, they are 
taken to the SPCA for a few 
hours to warm up before 
they are released back into 
the wild. 

'We try to bring them to 
the SPCA so the animals 
can get their hearings and 
warm up a bit,” Trombley 

The manager of the SPCA 
said people should call the 
SPCA if they spot a bird that 
is frozen in the ice. 

"Sometimes it's hard to 
tell (if an animal is trapped) 
because they're just sitting 
there," Trombley said. 

"We don't recommend 
anyone going out onto the 
ice," she added.
